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Gas Franchise Endorsed By 
Didsbury Town Council 


At the regular meeting — of 
Council of the Town of Didsbury on 
Monday night, November 19, first 
and second reading was given to 
the by-law providing for a gas 
franchise with the Canadian Wes- 
tern National Gas Company. 

Mr McPherson, representing the 
gas company Was present and ex- 
plained the various clauses in the 
franchise, Which must first be ap- 
proved by the Board of Publie Utili- 
ties before the final vote is submit- 
ted to the ratepayers. 

Under terms of the contract con. 
struction on the line will start by 
June 1, 1952, although it may be a 
year or more later 
be made 


before gas could 
available to householders. 

The terms of the franchise pro- | 
vide for the laying of gas mains to | 
the property line. From there users | 
Will pay installation charges of $5 
plus 60 cents per iineal foot, which 
would probably make installation 
cost on an average of $35.00. 

While the rate structure will ev- 
entually depend on final cost of in- 
stalling the distribution system, 
the gas company has taken into 
consideration probable costs of the 
system, Which would allow for the 
following rates: 

General Rate (Domestic, 
cial and industrial): 

First 200 cubic teet—Minimum of 

$2.50 per month. 

All additional gas used, 

1000 cubie feet. 
Commercial and Industrial Rate: 

(Available to all commercial and 
industrial customers using in ex- 
cess of 816 M.C.F. per year): 

Fixed charge, $5.00 per month, 

Consumption charge, 40c¢ per 1000 
cubie feet. 

Further information regarding in- 
stallation of gas shows that present 
coal furnaces can be converted to 
gas, Which about 70 per cent of us- 
ers in other centres have done, A 
regular gas furnace, however, is 
about 10 per cent more efficient. 

When the Board of Public Utili- | 
ties have given consent to the fran- 
chise between the town and_ the 
Canadian Western Natural Gas 
Company, a vote of the ratepayers 
must be taken to approve the by- 
law, and a date for thfs vote will 
no doubt be announced by Council 
in due course of time.

‘DRASTIC STEPS TO ENFORCE 
| MOTOR CAR TESTS 


Warning to 100,000 Alberta Mot- 
or car owners that rigorous action 
Will be taken if they have not con- | 
formed with compulsory car. in- 
inspection regulations by Jan. 2, 
1952, has been announced by Hon. 
C.E. Gerhart, provincial sec’y. 

For some months the provincial | 
authorities have been making ap- | 
peals to motorists to observe the | 
new regulation. 

The minister says that of the | 
160,000 licensed passenger cars in 
the province, not more than a third 
have been officially tested. 

Now, to bring matters to a head 
the provincial government has de- 
cided to set a “deadline” for Janu- 
ary 2. By that date all passenger 
ears and motor cycles in the pro- 
Vince must have been tested and af. 
fixed with an official provincial 
safety sticker, | 

Provincial authorities pointed out 
that there are 1,500 approved test- 
ing stations at garages and _ ser- 
Vice stations in various sections of 
the provinee, They feel that ample 
facilities have been provided, so it 
is up to motorists to abide by the 
regulations, 

The provincial legislature at its 
session last March passed legisla- 
tion provided for the annual safety 
tests of these motor vehicles being 
made compulsory by July 1, last. 

Owing to the fact that this was 
the first vear for such tests the 
July deadline was not strictly en- 
forced as all testing stations were 
not ready by that date. 

During the next month or so, it 
Was expected that many thousands | 
of cars would be tested. But this 
has proved not to be the case, 

Mr. Gerhart has made another ap- 
peal to motorists to begin using the 
testing stations without further de 
lay. While police action is indicated 


the nature of this 
has not been disclosed. 

Provincial government officials 
are expected to announce that in 
the case of those who have neglect- 
to observe the testing regula 
tions, the police will be instructed to 
remove such cars from the road, 

When a car has been inspected 
and found in a satisfactory condi 
tion, a yellow inspection sticker is 
placed on the windshield, The fee 
for each inspection is $1.00.

The five 
plants that grew from these seeds 
were found to be free of coumarin, | 
but they lacked vigour and were 
therefore not suited for Canadian 
conditions. In 1947 the plants were 
crossed with several agronomically 
desired strains of sweet clover and 
by 1950 the breeding nurseries in 
Sarkatoon had developed some 80 
different strains which were either 
completely free from or contained 
only traces of coumarin, From this 
material coumarin-free sweet clover 
Varieties should soon be available 
for general distribution.

Ergot Control Measures: 

The following measures if fol- 
lowed will help materially in reduc- 
ing ergot infection. 

(1), Plow deeply following a di- 
seased crop in order to bury the er- 
got bodies. 

(2), Avoid 
and barley. 

(3.) Use ergot free seed if possible. 
The small and broken ergot bodies 
that cannot be removed by fanning 
can cither be taken out by hand 
picking, if a small quantity is be- 
ing cleaned, or by floating them 
out in a brine solution. Immerse 
the seed in a 20 to 30 percent salt 
solution. Two pounds of salt per 
imperial gallon of water will make 
a 20 percent solution. ‘lhe seed 
should be stirred thoroughly to float 
the ergot bodies. Follow this by 
rinsing thoroughly with 
| water so as to Wash out the salt 

and spread the grain to dry. 

(4). If seed containing any ergot 
is used be sure to seed at least 
two inches deep and avoid spilling 
seeds on the surface of the soil. In-

vice this week as the first High- 
way Safety Education Unit of the 
provincial government, 

The unit is sponsored by the Mo- 
tor Vehicle Branch of the Provincial 
Secretary's Department and will be 
available to aJjl schools with stu- 
dents at or near the legal driving 
age of 16. The unit will also serve 
groups and organizations interest- 
ed in promoting highway safety. 

Although primarily an education. 
al unit which carries a 16 mm. 
sound movie projector, the truck 
will also be equipped with a first 
aid kit, tow chain, wrecking bar, 
firefighting equipment, a stretcher 
and flares so that its driver will be 
able to assist motorists in trouble. 

Inspector P.J. Rowan of the Mot- 
or Vehicle Branch has been placed 
in charge of the unit and is auth- 
orized to enforce the Vehicle and 
Hiighway Traffic Act on his travels 
as Well as to arrest any motorist 
for traffic violations. 

Mr. Rowan is a graduate of the 
Nyhart Driver Training Course. He 
holds a certificate of proficiency in 
the St. John’s Ambulance Associa- 
}tion and is an experienced auto 
mechanic. During the past’ four 
years, he has travelled in parts of 
Alberta as an inspector for the 
Motor Vehicle Branch. 

His job will be to inform the pub. 
lic on the Vehicles and Highway 
Traffic Act and the Public Service 
Vehicle Act as well as show films 
and lecture on safe driving. Schools 
or organizations Wishing to use the 
services of the new safety educa- 
tion unit should contact the Motor 
Vehicle Branch at the Administra- 
tion Building, Edmonton.
